After the conference General Euse­ 
bio Hernandez said it was realized 
that the United States had acted in 
the best interests of Cuba and as the 
truest friend of the republic. 
The conference will decide upon 
the terms of the reply to the Knox 
note and It Is rumored will probably 
agree on the revocation or annulment 
of the civil service law, which will 
give a quietus to the aspirations of the 
veterans, in affirming equal rights for 
nil Cubans to hold office regardless of 
th' ir pro-Spanish antecedents.

EXPORTS BREAK ALL RECORDS 


Amounted to $2,092,373,131 for Last 
Calendar Year. 
Washington, Jan. 18.— Exports from 
Ihe United States for the calendar 
year 1911, amounting to $2,092,373,141, 
exceeded the total of any preceding 
year, according to a report by the bu­ 
reau of statistics, department of com­ 
merce and labor. 
The value of imports was $1,532,931,- 
861, a larger total than in any year, 
with the exception of 1910, when im­ 
ports amounted to $1,562,904,151. 
The excess or exports over imports 
was $559,441,280, a larger excess than 
In any year since 1908, when the total 
was $636,000,000.
